TWELVE MILES 


' Plight of Von von Kluek’s Army 
Made Still More Perilous 


| ALLIES. ARE SUPPLIED 
WITH FRESH TROOPS 


Forces Sald to Outnumber Invaders’ 
Right Wing Two to One—German 
Reinforcements Also Being Rushed 
to Front to Prevent Disaster—Un- 
official Reports That Invaders Are 
Now Falling Back In Centre—Ger- 
man Mortars Credting Havoc In 
Forts on Meuse Line—Five British 
Aviatorg Make Five-Hundred-Mile 
Trip to Germany and Drop Bombs 


A further: advance of twelve miles 
in the district of Lassigny, with the 
German resistance less stubborn than 
on any previous day of the battle of 
the Aisne, has endangered still more 
the chances of General von Kluck for 
a safe return to German soil. 

With the novelty «f vine skies over- 
head and the roads drying underfoot, 
the allied British and French forces 
on the extreme west pushed forward 
rapidly Wednesday. 

The plight of the German right wing 
has become so acute that little atten- 
tion is now being paid by the invaders 
to the Belgian army that continues 
to make sorties out of Antwerp. Re- 
inforcements for von Kluck’s_ har- 
rassed troops are being rushed south- 
ward from the neighborhood of Brus- 
sels, but it is doubtful whether they 
can do more than check temporarily 
the bitter assaults of the allies. 

Von Kluck’s Army Outnumbered 

Competent military critics now esti- 
mate that the German right wing is 
outnumbered about two to one, fresh 
troops held in reserve by the allies 
having been hurried to this section 
of the battlefield on Monday, when 
the pronounced weakening of the 
German right wing became unmis- 
takable. 

With the advance patrols of the al- 
lied armies operating between Pe- 
ronne and St. Quentin and appearing 
as far north as Le Catalet, von Kluck 
must win a pronounced victory with- 
im forty-eight hours or retreat as 
rapidly as he did during the fighting 
on the Marne. His lines of communi- 
cation in northern France are every- 
where menaced and must in places 
have already been cut. 

While rumors of German reinforce- 
ments being sent to the right wing are 
being heard frequently, there are also 
heard other reports of fortifying along 
the Sambre river, along the line of 
the German advance into France by 
way of Maubeuge. It is probable that 
all the stories may be true, the rein- 
forcements being hurried to the front 
to prevent a disaster and the fortifi- 
cations being raised for another de- 
fensive operation like that of the 
Aisne. 

Alles on the Defensive 

The allies were on Wednesday con- 
tent to rest on the defensive in the 
centre and toward the east. They 
have apparently discovered that von 
Kluck’s force is stil] the weakest link 
in the German chain and are batter- 
ing continually at the exposed flank, 
confident that the first move of re- 
treat there will automatically extend 
along the great battle line. 

Battling continues about Rheims, 
but the French made no attempts to 
attack. They have much better posi- 
tiens here than those they held a few 
days ago, and realize the folly of try- 
ing t~ dislodge the Germans from the 
formidable plateaus facing the alMéd 
lines. 

The Germans in the centre attempt- 
ed another of their now familiar at- 
tacks by darkness Tuesday night, but 
they made no progress. Wireless 
messages from Berlin maintain that 
the French are retreating in the cen- 
tre, but this is denied by both the 
London and Paris war offices. Un- 
official dispatches even go so far as to 
insist that the invaders are falling 
back in the centre, 
defensive line in the trenches to cover 
the movement. 

Still Battering Verdun 

On the German left wing, which 
runs at right angles to the line of bat- 
tle from Lassigny to Verdun, the in- 
vaders are massing their forces in a 
desperate effort to batter down the 
forts of the Meuse line, which extend 
from Verdun to Toul. Berlin reports 
state that the bombardment of Ver- 
dun is terrific and that the mortars 
are creating havoc in the forts that 
guard the northern end of the Meuse 
line. 

No confirmation of this message, 
however, can be obtained from. Paris. 
It seems to be the opinion of the 
¥rench officials that whatever efforts 
are made against Verdun are now too 
late to affect the battle of the Aisne. 

The heights along the Meuse form 
the most picturesque setting of the far- 
flung battleground. The forts that 
command them afford a wonderful 
view of broken country, with lakes 
and a noble river shining below finely 
wooded hills. The numerous forts 
and batteries occupy such formidable 
natural positions that it is not thought 
‘the invaders can make much prog- 
ress here without frightful losses. 


leaving only a} 


howitzers on the clayey 
that the weather has cleared, the in- 
Vading assault has broken against the 
heights, but too late to be of any 
value to von Kluck. 

Airmen Drop Bombs 

The’ frightful catastrophe in the 
North sea has been somewhat allevi- 
ated at London by the exploit of the 
British airmen who flew from Ant- 
werp to Dusseldorf and return, and 
by the report of a Russian naval vic- 
tory in the Baltic. 

The British aeronauts, five in num- 
ber, made a flight of 500 miles. High 
over the German troops in Belgium 
they sped, high over the heads of 
Women. children and old men. in 
western Germany. Shots were con- 
stantly fired at them but, so far as 
can be learned, not one took effect. 

As they hovered over Dusseldorf, 
above the famous old city. on the 
Rhine, they dropped bombs upon the 
Zeppelin sheds where are housed some 
of the air monsters that. are dreaded 
by many dwellers in London. It was 
intimated at the official press bureau 
that the aeroplanes were merely en- 
gaged in a call of warning, that they 
hoped to impress the Germans with 
the belief that if any more bombs are 
dropped upon unfortified towns and 
cities retaliation wil]. follow. 

Smoke was seen by the aeronauts in 
the vicinity of the Zeppelin sheds as 
they turned westward. A message 
from Dusseldorf, however, stated 
that practically the only damage done 
‘was the breaking of a few windows. 


THE BATTLE IN GALICIA 


Russia Claims Siege Guns 
Wrought Havoc at Przemysl 

A dispatch from Petrograd says that 
from every point along the line of bat- 
tle in Galicia come reports of Russian 
victories. Przemysl, which is held 
by the Austrian-German forces, is 
maintaining a strong resistance, but 
it is being bombarded from all points 
and already the heavy Russian siege 
guns have wrought havoc with the 
outer defenses. 

That the Austrian army of General 
Dank] has not been extricated from 
its difficulties, as claimed by Vienna 
Official statements, is asserted at 
Petrograd. The war office says Dank! |, 
is almost completely surrounded and 
that either he must surrender or be 
annihilated. 

It is officially announced that ins 
Slav was taken by direct assault and 
Wag not surrendered by the Austrians, 
The Official statement says that the 
Russians, after shelling the city for 
hours, attacked on all sides in force. 
The Austrians were driven from their 
positions at the point of the bayonet, 
but succeeded in firing most of their 
Teserve. supply depots, destro 
them before the Russians could ‘inter~ 
fere. The camp had been stocked 
with a two years’ store. A number of 
guns were captured.

Aside from the serious injury that is 
being done to some of the town high- 
ways in connection with the construc- 
tion of the new state highway between 
North Andover and Salem, one cannot 
help being interested in the general issue 
which is raised by the methods followed 
at the present time in the construction 
of state highways, relative to the carry- 
ing of the material in use. In the work 
of extending the cement road from Wil- 
son’s Corner to Salem a great deal of 
sand is required, and the nearest pit 
which will be approved by the highway 
commissioners is down in Ballardvale. 
The only method of getting it to the 
work is by a motor truck. This motor 
truck is running almost day and night 
along Hidden Road and Highland Road, 
down to the Salem turnpike.

When a man who has had as much to 
do with politics as the writer has, walks 
up to the polling booth at a quarter past 
eight assuming that it is to be open 
until nine o’clock, it would seem as if 
there were ample excuse for many other 
people not in such definite touch, to for- 
get when the primary was being held. 
Pleading guilty, with absolutely no ex- 
tenuating circumstances under present 
conditions, we cannot help suggesting 
that conditions ought to be changed.

If there is a 
contest where the competitors do active 
campaigning, the public becomes in- 
formed. If no such contest exists, we 
submit that it is pretty difficult for the 
average man to remember that his even- 
ing is to be taken up in attending a 
political function in which his interest is 
wholly abstract.

William S. Knox, United States Con- 
gressman from the Fifth Massachusetts 
district from 1895 to 1903, died last 
Monday night at the Lawrence General 
Hospital at the age of seventy-one years. 
Death was due to arterio scelerosis, 

Mr. Knox was born at Killingly, Ct., 
but moved to Lawrence when eight 
years old and has been a resident of that 
city since that time, a fact of which he 
was very proud. He was graduated 
from Amherst-Gellege in.1865_and was 
admitted to the Essex County bar one 
year later and practised law in Law- 
rence and Andover. He became presi- 
dent of the Arlington National Bank 
and served in that capacity for fifteen 
years, and in the year 1874-75 served in 
the Massachusetts House of Repre- 


sentatives. He was city solicitor of | 
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Lawrence the following year, and from 
1877-1890. He was chairman of the 
committee on territories in the 55th 
Congress and gave valuable service dur- 
ing the Spanish American War, and was 
one of the committee that framed the 


Hawaiian constitution. He was a Re-. 


publican and for many years {a leader 
in Massachusetts republicanism. 

Mr. Knox made his home at the 
Broadway Chambers in’ Lawrence for 
the last year or two on account of fail- 
ing health. He is survived by his widow, 
one son and two daughters, Rebecca 
and Mrs. Henry M. Chase of Boston. 

The funeral services were held at his 
late home in Andover yesterday after- 
noon at two o’clock and burial took 
place in Bellevue cemetery, Lawrence. 


VOTE OF THE PRIMARIES] ENTERTAINMENT COURSE} 


Andover Takes Little Interest in 
Election and Only 263 Register. 
8 Progressives Votes Cast 


Last Tuesday at the primaries the 
lightest vote of many years was cast, 
only 264 ballots being taken out. The 
Democrats led in the number of votes 
cast, there being 133 from this section. 
The Republicans brought out © :123, 
while the Progressives secured only eight 
votes from Precinct 1 and none from 
Ballardvale. Grafton Cushing led in 
the fight for the Lieutenant Governor 
nomination, defeating his nearest oppo- 
nent, Col. Goetting, by fifteen votes in 
Precinct 1 and by two votes in Precinct 
2. As in last year’s primaries, Edward 
G, Frothingham ,easily led, although 
Mr. Hurtubis polled a good vote, taking 
into consideration that--he was a new 
man. Joseph Monette for auditor drew 
a larger number than his opponent from 
the center of town, while Mr. Langtry 
for Secretary defeated the other candi- 
dates by a large majority. Samuel H. 
Bailey was nominated for Representa- 
tive. 

On the Democratic ticket the only 
contest was that of Senator from the 
Fifth Essex district. Dennis H. ‘Finn 
received the most votes in Precinct 1, 
while John C, Sanborn led in Precinct 
2. For Representative, William J. Cro- 
nin received 104 votes from his party, 
exceptionally good for a young fellow 
just starting in the race. 

The Progressives have very much di- 
gressed since last year and it is shown by 
the vote that Precinct 2 is not at all 
sympathetic with this party, no votes 
at all being cast in that section for the 
Progressive nominees. Edward -Bout- 
well was nominated for Representative 
from this constituency. The returns 
from the voting were received by the 
town clerk about 11.30 Tuesday night.

Wild guess? What did the early settlers 
buy of the Indians for a string of beads? 
What can you do with gold as a working 
material anyway? Fill teeth, make 
jewélry and coin. Oh, yes, money is very 
necessary in the business of the world. 

A farmer,can sell all his produce where 
he will, and buy what he needs where he 
will. Money is a great advantage as a 
medium of exchange. So under this 
system we need money to get started in 
business. The chance to step right in 
empty-handed and do business is not 
with us to any great extent. The farmer 
must have land and seeds. The black- 
smith must have a forge, coal and iron. 
A common way to start has been to work 
for someone already established, save 
money, and later buy a business. 

Some brains have been very active in 
directing the labor of the owners that 
the business has grown faster than the 
profits would pay for the increase. Work 
has been done so well that people crowd 
an establishment for the style of work 
done there, and more equipment is 
needed to move the work along. Money 
is hired to get more equipment, interest 
is paid. 

What a fine way to get along without 
work! To have money enough so that 
the interest will pay the way! So we 
have the banking industry, which serves 
the people who have money and don’t 
need it, and the people who have no 
money and do need it. So the inspira- 
tion to amass a fortune, to get greater 
profit has a streak of laziness in it, some- 
times.

Havre, 


__ We have now passed the first 
week of the war. I have been worki 
like a nigger at the consular office 
the week receiving and taking care 
the Americans who come to 
to their papers, etc. They are Most 
of , that is to say the true Ameri- 
cans, very nice, though a bit flustered. 
We have had the most bother I am so 
to .say with the. college teachers 
these have all been women. 
found it was not right that we could not 
tell them when the war would be over, 
why the French would not at ‘present 
cash their letters of credit, why the 
boats did not sail and other questions 
about .as stupid. Most of them are, 
however, outside of these women, col- 
lege professors most cheerful and kind- 
hearted. I have met during this time 
some well known people. Among 
others, andler Hale, at one time in 
the state department at Washington; 
Dr. Boynton, an old “Phillips boy, an 
now minister in a church in Brooklyn; 
Mr, Bridgman of the “‘Congregational- 
ist,” and many others whose names I 
cannot even remember. 

In my capacity of representing the 
consul here I have also more or less 
taken care of the people on board the 
steamship “France,” and have organ- 
ized there a committee to look out for 
their interests which is composed of the 
following Americans. It appears that 
they are well-known at home. They are 
as follows: Judge Norman S. Dike, Ju 

. A. Carpenter, Mr. Robert Redfield, 
Mr. Henry Bloch, Mr. Harry A. Wheel- 
er. These gentlemen are acting for all 
the Americans on the “‘France”’ and are 
all well-known to M. Herrick, the Amer- 
ican Ambassador here. 

All the news of the war up to now 
seems to be good: Everybody here 
hopes that the Germans will be taught 
a lesson they will never forget and cer- 
tainly. the right is on this side and the 
Germans deserve all they get. They 
have shown themselves to be everything 
that is mean and even ena in at- 
tacking the little country of Belgium 
and well deserve the defeat they have 
already sustained at Liege. I am much 
interested also in all the news for I know 
all the places up to now and therefore 
have a double interest. 

All the able bodied men between 
twenty and forty have been called out 
as soldiers and the regiment which you 
saw here has already left to go to the aid 
of the Belgians. Almost every man in 
the Westinghouse has gone and the 
works are closed.

I just find that with the rush up 
to the pe I have not been able to 
think of my own interests and the letter 
that I meant to igh to yu by the 
“France” is still to be sent. [ am always 
at the consulate. We have had many 
other very interesting visitors, among 
whom are Hopkinson Smith well-known 
Yale, and Hamilton Fish.
